The Harris hill which the oil lob b y wants passed 
would cost the housewiv es higher gas b ills esti­ 
mated at around $4tK),fKK),(KK> annually. 
That’s why Mayor Clark of I'hiladelptna b egan 
rallying other b ig city inayor.s against the b ill. He 
lined up more than .50 mayors, repre.septing :io,- 
000,000 con.sumens, to protest to Congri*ss. 
Not to b e outdone, the oil companies lined up 
the other Mayor Clark of Indianapolis, who b egan 
cranking out press releases in fav or ol the b ill. He 
argued, in the name of free enterprise, that pro­ 
ducers should b e free to rai.se field price.s. Finally 
he showed up in Washington, his pockets stuffed 
with letters and telegrams. 
These messages cam« to him, Clark of Indian­ 
apolis claimed, m a “spontaneous” outjiounng 
from city head* wlio sided with him. 
“My stand has apparently attracted widespread 
attention,” he told the Scmate Commet'ce Com­ 
mittee. “As ev idence of this, 1 hav e with me today 
v ery many telegrams and letters that I hav e re­ 
ceiv ed from mayors.” 
Secret Oil Strategy 
Real truth, howev er, is thsd the messages were 
secretly solicited b y the oil companies. Their game 
was giv en away b y a telrtyfied .statement from 
Mayor W. A. Hensley of Bartlesv iUe, Okla. Acro.ss 
the b ottom, this priv ate note appeanni; “Giv en 
to FLR ov er phone 5-19 .% b y J. W. Clark of 
Phillips Petroleum Co,” 
The Phillips official apparently got the mayor’s 
me.ssage garb led, b ecau.so, the way it came out. 
Hensley went on record as contending: “Producers 
and gathers (.sic) of ga* must b e freed of federal 
regulation if dangerous encroachment on our free 
enterprise system is to Ik* preserv ed,” 
Pre.'.umab ly, iliis nov el plea to “preserv e” en­ 
croachment on friM* enterprise wasn't exactly what 
his honor the mayor of Bartlesv ille had in mind. 
Ev en more rev ealing wa.s a priv ate letter to 
Indianapolis Mayor Clark from tiLs fellow Hoosier, 
Mayor Rob ert Meyers of Fort Wa ym,

Repub lican. 
Standard Oil Operates 
“ I hav e b een uiiormwi b y Mr, Hansel Smuts 
of the Standard Oi! Company, South Bend, that 
you are te.stifying b efore the Senate Commerce 
Committee in fav or of the b ill to exempt produc­ 
ers of natural gas from federal regulation,” wrote 
Meyers. “Once again ! find myself opposed to one 
Clark and in fav or of the other. Naturally, you 
know which one I am referring to as opposing.. . . ” 
He was opposed, of course, to Mayor Clark of 
Philadelphia. 
.Among the mayors who .strangely went along 
with the oil lob b y were Arthur Walz of Wilming­ 
ton, Del.; Carl V’ im* of Canton, ().; .Arthur Meehan 
of Spokane.

THIS IS GOOD NEWS. From any angle a high 
div orce rate is to lie deplored U frequently has 
b t^eii. Let the rate go up only a fraction of a 
point, and v olunteer explorers spring into action. 
But they are strangely silent when the rate gm's 
down. 
It has b een goin* down for eight years. In 1946 
there were 4.'1 div orces in the United States per 
10,000 population, the highest rate in the nation’s 
history. This figure, of course, was a postwar 
phenomenon. People aren't quite normal in war­ 
time, and they make more mistakes in the realm 
of the emotions. 
So it was to l>e expected that div orce rates 
would fall after reaching the 1946 peak. 
Alter 
W'orld War I, div orces reached a peak ui 1920, 
falling in 1921 and 1922, b ut then they b egan to 
creep upward again until the depression struck. 
This time the decline has continued for eight 
years, despite the Korean war, and the curv e shows 
no sign of turning upward again. The rate now 
is approximately 60 per cent of that for 1946. 
This is more remarkab le b ecause times hav e 
b een good. During hard times div orce l>ecomes 
a luxury for more people, and the iale drops. But 
today more people own their own homes, and 
more children are b eing b orn. Factors like the.se, 
.sociologists think, may fze the cause of a lower 
div orce rate—or tlie effect of one, w a little of b oth.
